Talking to seniors in the 
Glades about their sex lives 
and sexually transmitted dis- 
eases is.not a job most people 


. would feel comfortable doing, 


but Alyx Schaffer, an outreach 
coordinator for the Senior HIV 
Intervention" Project; (SHIP), 
is up to the task. 

“They tell me real ‘fast, ‘It's 
not our problem. You d to be 
talking to the teenagers.” 

But it's no longer the 
teenagers who are most at-risk 
for AIDS and HIV, - it's their 
grandmothers and. grandfa- 
thers: 

Schaffer is trying to get the 
message out. She goes to Senior 
Citizen Centers and wherever 
else she can get an invitation to 


tell seniors they are the fastest * 

growing segment of the nation 

at risk from.HIV and AIDS. 
“The ‘most 


niors do not think themselves 
at risk. They concern. them- 
selves about their heart, 
prostate, lungs, and blood pres- 
sure, without ever giving a sec- 
ond thought to their possible 
exposüre to HIV.” 

Statistics show that 15 per- 
cent of the people with AIDS in 
Florida are 50 or older and the 
number of cases of HIV infec- 
tions is growing at an alarming 
rate. HIV is the virus that re- 
sults in the incurable disease, 
AIDS (Acquired Immune Defi- 
cienc; ndrome!. 

Doctors may be less likely to 
discuss HIV and AIDS with 
their senior patients, as the is- 
sue involves delving into the 
personal lives of the seniors. 

In addition, mahy diseases 
that raise the red flag of an 
AIDS infection often mimic the 
common illnesses associated $ 
with aging, including flu symp- 
toms, pneumonia, weight loss, 
shingles and chronic fungal in- 


fections. Once an HIV diagno- 
sis is confirmed, patients often 
live only a few months. 

“HIV ‘has bridged all age, 
generational, cultural and eco- 
nomic gaps," said Schaffer. 
“Our mission is to bridge this 
educational gap.” 

Anchored out to the Broward 
County Health Department, 
Schaffer has been coming to 
Belle Glade twice a month for 
over a year. А 

SHIP is funded through. a 
grant sponsored by the Florida 
Department of .Elder Affairs 
and the Florida’Department of 
Health.

Many should stay put during hurricane 


By Mike Lyons 

Heavy rains returned to Hon- 
duras and Nicaragua last week 
prodücing more -flooding and 
more heartache. The two Cen- 
tral American countries. are 
trying to.recover fro Hurricane 
Mitch, a’ powerful late-season 
storm that killed at least 9,000 
people and left Sopsan more 
homeless. 

Mitch, the йшй October 
hurricane in history, dropped 
Several feet of rain across the 
two countries, swelling rivers 
that swept whole villages away 
and'creating mud slides that 
buried hundreds of victims. 

An accurate death toll may 
never be known, but one fact is 
clear, not since 1780 has an At- 


. lantic hurricane caused so 


many deaths. 

A number of factors con- 
tributed to the high death toll, 
including the region's moun- 
tainous terrain, the slow move- 
ment of the storm and the poor 
construction of most homes. 

Obviously, something like 
that couldn't happen in the 
United States. Or could it? 

"It can happen here," said 
Jerry Jerrell, the director of the 
National Hurricane Center. 
“But not in the'way it occurred 
in Central America." 

Florida's flat topography and 
and better-büilt homes doesn't 
worry Jerrell. He is concerned, 
however, that too many people 
will try to run from the storm. 

"We try to evacuate too many

With sterile surgical instru- 
ments, Cortez. probed deep 
within the wound. 
“Well, it doesn't look like it got 
all the way into the muscle, 
Sid, but it is pretty deep.” 

Cortez pulled out a.large 


syringe from the instrument 
package, ‘and began flushing 
the anesthetized wound with 
sterile saline solution. The 
saline flowed: with force into 
and around the wound, while a 
clear plastic adapter on the 
end of the syringe prevented 
the solution from, spraying 
onto Sid or the physician, 

“Sid, the wound is deep 
endugh so that I don't think it 
would be a good idea to sew it 
up tight at this time. That 
could increase the likelihood of 
infection. It’s not gaping open 
too far on its own, so I think 
the best plan now is to clean it 
up and just put the edges of 
the wound loosely together.” 

“Whatever, doc.” Sid really 
just wanted to get this done 
and get back to Pub Six; he 
didn't want to think about the

A nurse administered a 
tetanus shot in Sid's other arm 
as Cortez finished the wound 
care.

Dear Editor: 

Social Security is a pay-as-you-go program 
funded by taxpayers to pay benefits to people 
receiving benefits. The defect in the structure of 
Social Security requires that the ratio of tax- 
payers to people receiying benefits гета large 
to prevent the program from failin; e 

All this hoopla about saving SocialSfcurity is 
the result of the retirement bulge that will start 
forming in 2008 when the first of the boomers 
become 62.. The good thing about the boomer 
bulge is that they are in the prime of their 
careers when their income is highest allowing a 
buildup. of money in the Trust Fund to create 
the current $650 billion surplus. 

Unfortunately, many believe the Trust Fund, 
which is the intended recipient of the taxes, is 
believed to be as impregnable as Fort Knox. Not 
во. Since the founding of Social Security during 
the Great Depression, politicians have used 


Trust Fund surpluses to fund pork-barrel pro- 
jects to gain re-election. This occurs because 
Congress co-mingles the Trust Fund contribu- 
tions with income taxes in formulating the fed- 
eral budget. For example, the 1998 $70 billion 
budget surplus existed only because Congress 
included the 1998 $99 billion Social Security 
surplus when the actual budget showed deficit. 

In order to prevent these Congressional 
shenanigans from octurring over and over again 
it is mandatory that the Trust Fund be removed 
from control of the politicians and be made into 
an autonomous agency like the Federal Reserve 
having a charter to collect, invest and distribute 
the trust money in a prudent manner. Allow me 
to propose that the new agency be called the 
United States Social Security Trust.

Biologist employs tiny radio transmitters 
to track travels of Everglades bass А 


Tiny radio transmitters implanted in large- 
mouth bass-may answer questions about the 
impact of fluctuating water levels in the Ever- 
glades marsh. 

Do bass swim out into the deeper canals 
before being trapped during long-term 
droughts? Or do many. bass end up stranded 


, and die in the muck? What water levels are 


optimal for bass survival? 

Those are some of the questions asked by Jor: 
Fury, a fisheries biologist who heads the Ever- 
glades Investigation Project for the Florida 
Game and Fresh Water Fish Commissión 
(СЕС). He and his assistant, Tim Roettiger, are 
currently tracking six radio-tagged bass 
through the 210-mile-square Water Conserva- 
tion Area 2A west of Ft. Lauderdale in Broward 
County.. They plan on tagging four ‘more bass 
before the study concludes. 

Fury emphasized that this\is field research 
designed to uncover information helpful to the 
better management of largemouth bass in the 
Everglades. “I hope our findings will help us 


: bette? advise water managers on how artificial- 


ly manipulated water levels impact the bass in 
the marsh,” Fury said. 

The biologists make bi-weekly trips to the 
area and use a portable radio receiver with 
antennae to locate the fish. Fury said he can 
pick up the signal up to a half-mile away. The 


tracking study began in November and will con- 


tinue for another six months. 

In that time the water'in the marsh has 
receded from three feet in depth to as low as 
four inches , with isolated арте slightly

deeper. Fury said each tagged bass has reacted 
to the dropping water levels differently. 

One bass headed towards even shallower 
water and finally became trapped in a three 
foot deep pothole. Another went straight for the 
20 foot deep canal and, so far, has stayed. A 
third tagged bass traveled from the marsh into 
the deep-water canal and then, inexplicably, 
returned to the shallow water. 

The distance traveled by each tagged bass 
Has-also varied. Some have traveled less than a 
mile. The record holder is Bass Number 813 
which swam seven. miles from the interior 
marsh to a canal junction near the Sawgrass 
Fish-Camp. 

“I expected that as water levels dropped, we'd 
find the bass moving to, deeper water if at all 
possible,” Fury said. “We didn’t find that, Most 
of them stayed in the same general area. When. 
the situation became critical, they took refuge 
in depressions teeming with forage fish.” 

Continued tracking of the bass is growing 
more difficult as the water in the marsh recedes 
even further, and hampers air boat gperation. 
Fury said the air boat ridés are increasingly 
bumpier, айа getting stuck in ће dried-up 
marsh more likely. . 

“If this coritinues, we might not be able to get 
within range of these tagged bass in another 
week or so,” he said. 

“At the game time the bass themselves are 
captives of the few remaining holes arid depres- 
sions. Whether they will survive until water 


levels rise again is just one more question the · 


study hopes to answer."
